t he reported bombardment of Canton by 
the British fleet under Admiral Seymour. 
Jhe bombardment commenced on the 24th 
of October and had continued two day 
It is added that the walls had been breach, 
eil and the basque forts taken. 
' Commerce was completely paralyzed, and 
in the British markets a considerable rise 
in teas, equal to 1 or 1-!M per Ib hac 
taken place. 


The cause of the collision was the seiz- 


ure of twelve British sailors on board of a 
vessel in the river. The British Consul 
interfered, was insulted, threatened with 
violence, and upon further remonstrating 
with the Chinese Governor General, treated 
with contempt. The matter was placed in 
the hands of Admiral Seymour. 


On the 21st of Oct. the Governor General 


still refusing Ad. Seymour's demand for 
satisfaction, a fire was opened on the city 
walls and governor's palace. Hostilities 
commenced on the 24th. The forts at 
Canton were taken, and several destroyed. 
Attempts at negotiation continued fruitless, 
and the city was then bombarded. On the 
3d and 4th of Nov. the walls were breached 
and stormed. The British troops pene- 
trated to the palace, but were Withdrawn in 
thee(venmg.
